No. F. 3(23)-A,V/68.—The Piosident hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Post Office Savings Bank

1. (1) These rules may be called the Post Office Savings

2. In the Post Office Savings Bank (Cumulative Time 
Deposits) Rules, 1959 the sub-rule l(ii) of Rule 11 shall be

“(ii) in the case of repayment in instalments, simple 
interest at fi% p.a. shall be calculated at the end of 
the period of repayment on the amount remaining 
unpaid at tlie end of each month from the month in 
which the withdrawal was made, and interest shall be 
recovered in one instalment either along with the 
last instalment of the repayment or in tne month 
next following that month in which repayment of 
the last instalment was made."

No. FC,3(16)/71.—High floods frequently occur in the 
Gandak River causing large scale devastation in Uttar Pradesh 
and Bihar. The course of the river has altered considerably 
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in the last 50 years and it hts showed a tendency to move 
westwards. In order Lo check lui'lher movement of the river, 
embankments, supported with river training works, have been 
implemented ironi time to tin c, Considerable amount has 
been spent on these measures. In spite of the measures taken 
so far, it is proving difhcult t(i hold the river in its present 
position. A carclul study of the problem has. tlierefore, to 
be made in detail to evolve etonomical and permanent mea¬ 
sures for the control of the river.
